We do not propose, however, to discuss the

Any person who sbail keep or use, or in any way be 
connected with, or interested in the management of, 
or shall receive money for the admission of any person 
to any place kept or used for the purpose of fighting or 
baiting any bull, bear, dog, cock, or other creature, 
and every person who shall encourage, aid, or assist 
therein, or who shall permit or suffer any place to be 
8q kept or used, and every person who sfiall visit such 
place so kept or used, or who shall be found therein, 
shall upon conviction thereof be punished for every 
such offense in the same manner provided in Sec 
tion 1. 


The punishment provided in Section 1 is a 
fine not Jess than $50, and not exceeding $100. 

Here is the law so plain that no person can 
fail to underetand it. Every person connected 
with the fight, interesteal in the receipts for ad- 
mistion, or visiting the fight, or found on the 
premises, is subject to the same penalty. The 
law isa good one. It is in aid of public decency, 
and seeks to prevent brutality. There is noth- 
ing to mark soy distinction between a cock-fight 
and « dog-fight or as bull-fight, or that emi- 
nently Darwinian spectacle,—a prize-fight.

THE AMERICAN WONDEER-LAND. 

The explorations of Hayden, Langford, and 
others, have given the American people a vague 
notion of the marvels df that elfin region that 
lies about the sources of the Yellowstone. So 
wonderful has the section been regarded, that, 
just two years ago this month, Congress passed 
an act setting apart an area some 60 miles square 
as ‘‘a National park or pleasuring ground, for 
the benefit and enjoyment of the peo- 
ple.” Mr. N. P. Langford, a gentleman of 
leisure, and scientific tastes, was appointed 
to serve as Superintendent, without any salary 
or emoluments, and also without any appropria- 
tion with which to render the park accessible, 
and preserve it from spoliation. The perk has 
not even been surveyed. Under this state of 
things, Mr. Langford could not permanently re- 
side there, and the result is that thousands of 
acres of valoable have been burned by 
Indians and hunters,} and the natural beauties 
of the Park have defaced by tourists for 
specimens, 

A bill is now before Congress to appropriate 
$100,000 to construct roads to and through the 
Park, to prescribe severe penalties for ite de- 
facement, and to provide for ita complete pro- 
tection. It is estimated by Gov. Potts, of Mon- 
tana, that 500 persons visited the Park last year, 
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BRYANT’S HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES. 
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THREE EPOCHS, AND THEIR COST. 

There are three events in the hictory of every 
person which are presumably of considerable 
personal importance—birth, marriages, and death. 
Very few people at the time -of birth take any 
immediate interest in that event, although, for 
the practice of law, real-estate operations, fe- 
male crusades, support of families, and other 
necessities, it is an indispensable prere uisite. 
In the second event, every person, except old 
bachelors and old maids, takes a. peouliasly 
lively interest. In the third, few, ex- 
cept the very good people, have anything 
but a remote interest, and the remoter the event 
the more satisfactory it is likely to prove. Bome 
people regret that they were born, and wouldn't 
have been if they could have had a voice in the 
matter; but. most people are thankful for it. 
Some people regret that they were married ; but 
most peopie are thankfal forit. Whether any 
one regrets that he died is a puzzle not hke_ to 
be solved until telegraph communication can be 
established with the invisible world. With the 
amount of interest that is taken in these three 
events, it may be still more interesting to 
‘kwow what these three events cost, and how 
much money is spent in this country 
annually in getting born, getting married, and 
getting buried. According to the last cénsur, 
there were 1,100,475 births ix the United States. 
It is safe to presume that the doctor's bill for 
bringing the youthful stranger into this world 
will average $20. The uurse is an expensive. 
luxury, and, as she is the autocrat of ths honse- 
hold from threé to four weeks, at the average of 
£20 per week, it is safe to set down $60 as her 
allowance for taking care of the child, fighting 
the doctor, keeping the miother quiet, and tlio 
paterfamilias under subjection. In this estimate 
we do not include the beer which the pro- 
fessional nurse consumes, as that is a ne- 
cessity of the simuation, the money value of 
which can hardly be. computed; neither the 
‘wear and tear of the household serenity which 
this useful creature occasions during the brief 
supremacy. There is one more itein which 
enters the birth expense. Every woman has a 
pride im her offspring, and, if she has. one 
vanity more pronounced than another, it is that 
her baby shall have as complete and elegant a 
trousseau as Mrs. Jones’. The trousseau there- 
fore may be set down at $75. . Then there 
‘are other little incidentals, like rubber rings, 
raftles,. soothing syrap, and baby carriages, 
which will sweil the whole amount to about $200 
per head. Multiplying this by 1,100,475, tlhe 
number of births as set down in the census, and’ 
the reader will at once see that the annual ¢rop 
of babies costs the country $220,095,000. Having

Inthe last number of the Revue des Deux 
Mondes M. Renan reviews the politico-religious 
situation in Germany and other European coun- 
tries from. the advanced Liberal point of yiew. 
It cannot be said that Renan is not as partisan, or 
that be is without bias of any Kind. But, al- 
though s partisan, inasmuch as he is an avowed 
Liberal, he can afford to be impertial when the 
controversy is between the Catholic Church ana 
Germaty. And he is peculiarly fitted to pass 
a sound judgment on the matter. He can under- 
stand the Catholic Charch. To do. so he has 
| only to look back to the time when he was a 
devout Catholic himself, and the inmate of a 
Catholic seminary, preparing himself for the 
Catholic priesthood. He cam understand Ger- 
many, too, for, although a Frenchman by birth, 
he is no typical Frenchman. His mind is cast 
in too cosmopolitan a mold for that. Besides, 
he has been a profound student of German liter- 
ature, German life, and the different phases of 
modern civilization. For ali these reasons he is 
competent to speak on the great questions agi- 
tating Europe. 

Renan does not consider the conflict now go- 
ing on in Germany a conflict between the party 
of liberal thought—nor yet between Protestant- 
ism—and the Catholic Church. Bismarck’s tac- 
ties in the battle be is w against the Church 
are nct the tactics of liberalism or free-thought. 
Liberalism respects the conscience, and consid- 
ers it no part of the business of the State to 
"redeem men from what it may consider supersti- 
tion. True, Bismarck says that he does not in- 
tend to interfere with the rights of the Catholic 
conscience, but, nevertheless, he does so, siace 
by his iegislation he has made the practice of 
their religion impossible to Catholics. Neither 
is Bismarck working in the interests of Protest- 
antiem. What he is endeavoring to do is to 
Germanize, not Protestantize, the Church. Re- 
nan thinks that Bismarck bas made a great mis- 
take in his politico-religious policy, and that be 
would never have inaugurated it had be under- 
stood the Oatholic mind, or the Catholic’s attach- 
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ested, but it is probable that he has been put up

telin, of Strasburg. The date 1473 occurs at the 
end of the last volume ; and it is estimated that 
the work must have been begun at least five 
years before. Tt ia celebrated in the history of 
a ha the first book ever printed in Scras- 
. Vincent de Beauvais was a monk in the 
Aboey of Royaumont, whose learning 
attracted. the attention of Louis the 
Pious, and who fecerved the sppointment 
of Reader to the King. ba is described a man 
of cenobitic virtues, fervent, piety, an 
manners; and he is said to have Uiecared aii 
books, ancient and modern, that came in his 
way. Wecan well believe it, forhe refers to no 
less than 450 authorities. His Mirror is the 
ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE THIRTEENTH CENTURY, 
and a marvel of patient labor. He describes it, 
in his preface, as a collection of all that is worthy 
to be contemplated, admired, ‘and imitated, 
whether visible or invisible. Witn the three 
mirrors,—natural, historical, and doctrinal,—s 
fourth—the moral—has usually teen bound up; 
but itis pow known to be a wretched compile- 
tion by some unknown writer. The enumera- 
tion of the branches of Mathematics wi!!l serve 
to illustrate the advancement of science at that 
time. They included Arithmetic, ‘Muzic, Geom- 
etry,. Perspective, Astronomy, Weights and 
Measures, and Metaphysics. 
Next we turn to the pages of the 
NUREMBERG CHRONICLE, 
a Ko of 1495. It is a remarkably fine 
copy. The cover is of light leather, beautifully 
pressed in small and delicate figures, and orna- 
mented with brass knobs, plates, and clasps. It 
contains 4 deh of 2,000 svirited and curious 
wood-cuts by Wohigemuth—Durer’s master—and 
Pleydenwarff. Among them are the ‘first stic- 
cessful imitations of the cross-batchi of a 
pen-drawing. The book is a description of 
everything, from the creation to the end of 
the world.

But the chief feature of the book is 
ITS PORTRAITS, 
A modern photograrher’s shop is nothing to it.
